The 
firſt is, whe ami concciucs in his heart a ſtrong 
perſwafſio,that Chriſt is his Saujour,& yetcaries 
in the ſamechearta purpoſe to ſinn, & makes no 
chigcor amendment of his life. This perſwaſion 
is nothing but preſumption, & a counterfeit of 
true faith, whoſe propertic is topurifiethe heart, 
and to ſhew it ſelfe inthe exerciſes of inuocati- 
on and true repentance. The ſecond is, when 
men conceiue a ſtrong perſwaſion, that Chriſt 
is their Sauiour, and yetfor all this contemne 
and deſpiſe the Miniſterie of the word and Sas» 
craments.
